COLUJIUUS, Ohio, Doc. 17.—Contrary to 


tho expectations of many, tbo supromu court 
Thursday morning appeared on Ilia boiich 
anil announced some opinions, among which 
wore two aflocting tljo Dow liquor law. The 
opinion of a major iLy of tho court, that is, 
Judges Minshall, Spefiv nnd Diclcman, was 
that tho Dow law, 03 framed und enacted by 
tho lost general assembly, is constitutional to 
all intents and purposes, and that all iiti 
tion arising thoref rom in tho counties oC the 
Btato must uc settled by a strict concurrence 
in tho provisions of tho laiv. Chief Justice 
Owen and Judge Follctt, tho Doinoci'ats, dis 
sent from this opinion. 


Tho decision on tho constitutionality of the 


celebrated law will settle an iininonse amount 
oC litigation and will cmiso tho county treas- 
uries to swell. Tho Dow !nw, which sub- 
stantially ro-onacts tho Scott law, tho dinju 
euco being in tho local option clause, pro- 
vides a tar of $£00 upon any person soiling 
intoxicating liquors, and 
makes sevoru 


further provisions us to tho separation oi! tho 
business in respect to selling vinous or mall 
liquors only. For this brimuh it provide.-; i 
tajc of S100. Certain penalties wore attached 
for nou-payment. All interest at oaco con- 
torod in tho syllabus, which it was expected 
would bo given out Thursday evening. How- 
ever, as soon as the judges retired to the con- 
sultation, it was announced that the opinion 
was not written and would not be uuti! some- 
time during or aCtor tho holidays, 


Tho News ut Cincinnati. 


CrsciNSATi, Dec. 37.—The decision of tho 


supreme court aQIrming the constitutional 
ity of tho Dnw law, imposing a tax on sa- 
loons, was a subject of universal comment 
Wednesday, the Letter class of saloonkeepers 
making no objection to tho payment ot the 
J^,00 ULX, but tho worse element and smaller 
doalers are vory lour.l in condemning it, 
bocauso it confers no liconso and gives no 
privileges whatever, boinj merely a special 
tax that was-intondod to make tho liquor in- 
torost bear its share- of taxation. Tile decis- 
ion settles tho question oJ payment, but few, 
howoror, had paid tbe first half oC the tax 
due last Juno, in hope that tho court would 
decide the law unoonstitiition il. 
Prom 


these there isnowaponaltydueequal to the 
entire tax, and it is likoly that there will 
be along legal fight yet over the pay- 
ment of tho penalty. Tho rolwf that will 
bo given taxpayers in Cincinnati by tho de- 
cision will bo .vory great, as it will brinp 
about $373,000 from tho city and $2B,OJl 
moro from tho county, besides the penalties, 
This money is so distributed as to be of great 
benefit in sustaining several departments ol 
the city, especially tho police department, 
which has run out of funds, so as to bo un- 
able to pay the men. The income of the Dow 
law will allow tho police department to 
greatly increase its cfiiciency and bring the 
force up to its full complement of 400 men, 
as allowed by law, whoroos there have been 
only from 200 to 2SO men employed. Tho ef- 
fect on tho saloons is expected to bo tho same 
as under the Scott law of threo yours ago— 
to largely reduce tho number, especially ol 
tho worst class. This decision was tho mosl 
important over given in OLuo on the liquor 
traffic.
